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COUPLES ONLY: Can a Square Dance Club Afford It? 
By R. Alden Miller 


Unless born a Siamese twin, we all 
started out as singles. In America, in 
our culture and in our society, many 
people remain single until in their late 
20's or even 30's. After mating, some 
are fortunate and remain coupled for the 
rest of their lives, as do Canada geese. 
Others, from death or choice (divorce) 
unfortunately find themselves single 
again, and perhaps more than once. 

Some square dance clubs insist on 
couples only being invited, 
and in some cases, allowed 
to dance with the club. A 
very interesting bit of re- 
search could be conducted by 
the United Square Dancers 
of America or by LEGACY: 
study ten clubs that cater to couples 
only and ten other clubs. of about 
equal size at the beginning of the 
study, that encourage singles; then 
track their organizational health and 
well-being for five or ten years. The 
results would indeed be interesting 
and perhaps would give some guid- 
ance to club policy. Certainly the com- 
parison would be an interesting study 
in group dynamics. 

Singles need a square dancing ac- 
tivity just as much, if not more, in our 
culture as do couples. Square danc-

ing being held in a smoke/drink-free, 
well-lighted area and being occupied 
by well-mannered people certainly 
makes it an attractive place to visit 
with friends and meet other singles. 
Yes, there are clubs for singles, but 
how many are there and how conve- 
nient are they? According to a 
LEGACY study, only one percent of 
Americans square dance. For any ac- 
tivity to thrive, people must work to-

gether when only dealing with one 
percent of a population. Forming new 
clubs is not easy. In fact, also accord- 
ing to a study by LEGACY, five per- 
cent of present clubs fold each year. 
Does it not make sense to work to- 

gether and try to include everyone? 
Fortunately, when I found myself 
single again, I belonged to a club that 
included singles and supported me 
through an adjustment time. I found 
another dance partner who is now my 
wife, so I am coupled again. But I re-

In the March issue of The North- 
east Square Dancer, Jim Mayo's 
“Comment” states: “I have said for 
years that our clubs run too many 
dances. Most clubs try to have a 
weekend dance at least once a month 
in addition to their weekday club pro- 
gram. Since the area is steadily los- 
ing callers to old age and more seri- 
ous problems, perhaps we would do 
better to cut the number of weekend 
dances in the hope of building the at- 
tendance at each one. Particularly, 
we should not have clubs competing 
on the same night in the same area 
if we can work out better ways to 
share the dancers.” 

At the North Shore Square and 
Round Dance Association Delegates 
meeting on January 15, 1995, Joe 
Hartka (Eastern District Square and 
Round Dance Association) mentioned 
about clubs combining to save money. 


For example, on March 4 (Saturday), 
clubs in Wilmington, Wakefield and 
Topsfield had “Plus dances.” Wouldn't 
it be better that these clubs stagger 
their dances—for instance, have a 
dance every other month? 

The first Sunday afternoon in 
March there were two class-level 
dances but only four squares at each 
dance, Clubs need to do better plan- 
ning of class-level dances. Program- 
mers, call your neighboring clubs for 
their schedules. Compromise, and be 
aware of what class-level dances are 
already scheduled. Perhaps you may 
need to cancel one or move another. 
Class-level attendance is down, for the 
most part. A better schedule would 
be ta have only one class-level dance 
in a 20-mile radius, counting Satur- 
days and Sundays. 

Dancers, programmers, leaders, call- 
ers, cuers: write this magazine about 
your views about cutting back on dance 
schedules. Take a few moments and 
write this magazine a letter.

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JACK BRIGHT 
1936-1995 


Sunday, February 5, turned out to 
be a very sad day for the Silver City 
Twirlers of Taunton, Massachusetts. 
Our club caller, John G. “Jack” Bright 
suffered a fatal heart attack as he com- 
pleted calling anA-1 tip at the annual 
SEMCA King and Queen Ball in 
Easton, Massachusetts. 

At age 14, while he was still a gan- 
gly and awkward kid, Jack was told 
by his junior high school football coach 
to take dancing lessons in order to im- 
prove his coordination. Soon Jack took 
this advice and began dancing for 
three years under Charlie Baldwin at 
the Norwell Grange Hall. Several 
years later, Jack met his mentor, Lou 
Mincone of Brockton, who taught him 
the art of calling at the popular Square 
Acres in East Bridgewater. Square 


Acres was the “heyday” place for all. 


square dancers, with dancers coming 
from everywhere. Every weekend 
Square Acres was filled to capacity, 
with 1,000 to 1,500 people in atten- 
dance. Jack called at SquareAcres for 
19 years. 

In 1980, Jack came to Taunton to 
be teacher and caller for the newly- 
formed club known as the Silver City 
Twirlers. The membership was 
small—26 at the time—but it eventu- 
ally grew to encompass over 135 mem- 
bers at one time. Presently there are 
80 members—which is somewhat good 
since square dancing has taken a back 
seat to other forms of dancing, mainly 
country western. 

Jack always had a beginners class 
in September because he was a great 
believer in doing demos as a way to 
introduce square dancing to the pub- 
lic. It was from these demos that the 
club recruited newcomers. This past 
September we enrolled 13 beginners 
who have remained to the present. Be- 
sides teaching beginners, Jack also 
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taught Plus level; within the last 8 or 
9 years, he taught an A-1 level. He 
told us many times that it was he who 
originated the *Diamond" formation as 
a square dance movement. 

Square dancing was always Jack's 
passion. He called throughout the 
New England states and in Florida ev- 
ery February He was scheduled to 
leave for Florida this February, but his 
fatal heart attack felled him two weeks 
before he was to depart. 

Every November since 1980, Jack 
hosted his very special Diabetic Ben- 
efit Dance; all proceeds from that 
dance were donated to the Joslin Dia- 
betes Campership for Boys in Boston. 
Joslin has gratefully acknowledged 
that the Silver City Twirlers have do- 
nated over $25,000 through the years. 
Although Jack won't be present at any 
of the future Diabetic Benefit Dances, 
the Silver City Twirlers will continue 
to conduct these dances every year in 
his memory. The next one is sched- 
uled for Sunday, November 12, 1995, 
from 4-10 p.m. The only change may 
be a different hall—although that is not 
definite. We're working on that. 

In 1989, on September 30 to be ex- 
act, the Silver City Twirlers conducted 
a special dance for Jack Bright to 
honor him for his many years of call- 
ing and teaching. Many, many call- 
ers, cuers and dancers attended that 
dance, which was held at the Bristol- 
Plymouth Regional High School in 
Taunton. There was standing room 
only. It was a wonderful tribute, and 
he loved every minute of it. The club 
is happy to have done this because it's 
always nice to do something for some- 
one who can be there to enjoy it. Sadly, 
though, the next one will be in his 
memory only. Jack won't be with us 
physically, but spiritually he will be 
with every one of us. From heaven 
above, he will look down at us and 
smile broadly and proudly.

CHOREO 
UPDATE

This month I 
would like for you to 
take a look at a new 
movement by the 
name of “Tie "Em 


Up.” This is really a 


nice movement and is challenging without being too much. 


Tie 'Em Up. From ocean waves, ev- 
eryone will Hinge; the Out-Facing Danc- 
ers will Fold; you will proceed like Lin- 
ear Cycle; the Lead Dancer will do a 
Double Pass Thru (Passing Right 
Shoulders) Peel Off to the Right and 
Roll; the Trailing Dancers will begin a 
Double Pass Thru, but when they meet 
(will have a wave) they will Hinge and 
Box Circulate. This will leave everyone 
in a Left-handed Ocean Wave. 

If you had Left-handed waves, you 
would hinge, the out-facing dancers 
fold, lead dancer would do a Left 


Double Pass Thru, and when they 
meet, hinge and box circulate. 

Once the dancers become comfort- 
able with the call, you can substitute 
the Box Circulate with a different 
call; for example: Heads Square 
Thru, Touch 1/4, Follow Your Neigh- 
bor and Spread, Tie ‘Em Up but Fol- 
low Your Neighbor. At this point the 
Girls would meet and Hinge, then do 
the Follow Your Neighbor instead of 
the box Circulate. 

I am sure you will have fun with 
this; and remember, take it easy.

Chicken-Asparagus Cheese Bake 

Flavor-rich and savory, this golden 
“bake” needs only a salad accompaniment. 
1 Ib. fresh asparagus, cut up and cooked, or 

1 pkg. frozen, cut-up asparagus, cooked 
2 cups sliced cooked chicken 
1/2 tsp each marjoram and sage 
1 cup unsifted flour aga 
2 tsp baking powder b 
1 tsp salt 
2 eggs, beaten 
1/2 cup milk 
1 cup grated cheddar cheese sauce 

Heat oven to 350°. Line an 114%x 7$ x 
14” baking dish with a layer of asparagus. 
Place chicken on top of the asparagus. 
Sprinkle herbs over chicken. 

Stir flour, baking powder and salt 
together in mixing bowl. Beat eggs, milk 
and cheese; add to flour mixture. Beat 
batter well and pour over chicken, 
spreading evenly. Bake 25 to 30 min. 

Cut into squares and serve hot with 








Cheese Sauce 
To 1 cup of white sauce, add 1/4 tsp 
dry mustard with the seasonings. Blend 
in 1/2 cup nippy cheddar cheese (cut up or 
grated). Stir until cheese is melted. 





2 TBSP butter 
2 TBSP flour 
1/4 tsp salt 
1/8 tsp pepper 
1 cup milk 

Melt butter over low heat in a heavy 
saucepan. Blend in flour and seasonings. 

Cook over low heat, stirring until 
mixture is smooth and bubbly. Remove 
from heat. Stir in milk. Bring to boil, 
stirring constantly. Boil 1 minute. 
Makes 1 cup.

RECRUITING THE YOUNG—MAINTAINING 
THE YOUNG-AT-HEART 


Several of the LEGACY/NEC semi- 
nars at the National Square Dance 
Convention in Portland, Oregon, dealt 
with this broad topic. Various meth- 
ods and examples of getting square 
dancing into the school system were 
explored. Goals 2000: Educate 
America contains the National Stan- 
dards for Arts Education guidelines 
describing what every U.S. school ehild 
(K through 12) should know and be 
able to do in the four areas of the arts: 
music, dance, theater and the visual 
arts. The standards were signed into 
law in January 1994. 

Dance context standard 45, “Dem- 
onstrating and understanding dance 
in various cultures and historical pe- 
riods.” is the framework for introduc- 
ing our American folk dance, Square 
Dancing, into the school system. 
From K through the fourth grade, 
one of the achievement standards is 
to demonstrate and answer ques- 
tions about dance in à particular cul- 
ture and time period. A good ex- 
ample is learning why and in what 


setting people in Colonial America 
danced and some of the dances them- 
selves. In grades five through eight, 
the achievement standard is to com- 
petentlv perform folk, social and/or 
theatrical dances from a broad spec- 
trum of twentieth-century America. 
Square dancing, our American Folk 
Dance, certainly fits here 
It was also suggested that callers 
investigate Artists in Residence pro- 
grams and/or volunteer to work with 
local cultural councils. The impor- 
tance of working with teacher's col 
leges and indoctrmating prospective 
physical education, music and dance 
teachers into western-style square 
dancing was stressed 
Although square dancing is a non- 
competitive adult activity, it was 
pointed out that the 4-H square dance 
program has been successful with 
competition at its fairs, A deterrent 
in attracting and keeping youth in 
the activity is a lack of family-ori- 
ented clubs. The United Square Danc-

Every so often folks who dance to me 
regularly tell me about other dances they 
have been to where the caller seems not. 
to care whether people at his (or her) dance 
were successful. I am always sorry to hear 
such reports, Usually the dancers are re- 
luctant to tell me who the caller was, but 
it is also usually not hard to guess. | am 
particularly unhappy when the caller is one 
who claims, in the company of other call- 
ers, to be concerned about dancer success. 

I have been campaigning for nearly 
two decades for callers to pay more at- 
tention to keeping most of the floor danc- 
ing successfully most of the time. (Be- 
fore that, the common view was that if 
dancers couldn't succeed, they should go 
back to class or stay away from dances 
they couldn't handle.) Nowadays there 
are few (if any) callers who will acknowl- 
edge that they EVER lose most of the 
floor. But the reports I hear from danc- 
ers, and my own observations, suggest 
that many of them don't know what is 
happening on the floor when they call. 

For many years I wondered how this 
could be. Callers were telling me in good 
faith that they always tried to get most 
ofthe dancers successfully through what 
they called, Yet I observed, and was told 
about, major failures in this area. How 
could that Бе? I now think I know the 
answer. Sight callers pick a square or 
two of dancers to keep track of so they 
can return you all to your partners in 
the right order. Those who really know 
how to call then scan the whole floor 
while they are calling to check on how 
successful the dancers are and whether 
the dance routines are well matched to 
the ability of the dancers. Less skilled 
callers who don't understand their dance 
patterns very well themselves find it nec- 
essary to watch the “key” squares all the 
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time. They never look out at the rest of 
the floor. 

Very often such callers choose a “key” 
square full of dancers who dance to them 
often. These people are easier to identify 
and remember, and they are likely to be 
comfortable with this caller's routines. The 
caller then watches his "key" square suc- 
ceed and never notices what is happening 
elsewhere on the floor. I'm sure most of 
you have been tu dances like that. The 
folks who complain to me often add that 
there were a couple of squares right in 
front of the caller who were dancing but 
the rest of the floor was stopped. I know, 
I've seen it happen—and then the caller 
told me after the dance that he ALWAYS 
keeps most of the floor successful. 

The thing that bothers me most is 
that dancers who I know are very expe- 
rienced and very excellent dancers go 
home from these dances feeling that 
THEY failed. I always tell classes that 
there is an easy way to tell whether they 
have come to the wrong dance or the 
caller isn't doing his job. When your 
square breaks down—completely and 
with no hope of recovery—look around. 
If yours is the only one stopped, then 
probably you came to the wrong dance, 
On the other hand, if half or more of the 
floor is also stopped, you should blame 
the one with the microphone. Any com- 
petent caller can call a dance—within 
the advertised program—and keep more 
than half of the floor dancing. No mat- 
ter who is at the dance. 

A caller who doesn't keep at least half 
the floor moving ALL the time is either 
breaking the floor down deliberately or 
doesn't know how to call. 1 can teach 
my dancers to handle everything but 
BAD CALLING. Breaking down floors 
is BAD CALLING. 
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MORE COURTESY TURNS

nal, edited by Bernie & Carolyn 
Coulthurst, which covers a variety of 
topics related to the activity, always 
includes a new “recruiting” poster, 
The attendees agreed on the neces- 
sity of including more than just teach- 
ing square dance figures at lessons. 
Time should be built into each lesson 
to give the first-year dancer back- 
ground on the why's, wherefore's and 
mores of the activity. Area newslet- 
ters just for the students can also re- 
inforce some of this information. Sev- 
eral classes getting together for party 
nights, using just the calls already 
learned at class, helps the beginning 
or new dancer to meet others just be- 
ing introduced to the activity. Also 
discussed were ways to involve the 
new dancers in club activities, always 
being careful not to overwhelm them 
with too many responsibilities. 
Dropouts due to poor health, family 
needs and job changes will always oc- 
cur, Several successful programs to help 
former dancers return to the activity 
were examined as well as the 
CALLERLAB Community Dance Pro- 
gram. Dancers must be encouraged to 
remain dancing and strengthen their 
newly-learned skills by dancing in the 
same program and must not be 
rushed or pushed into lessons for the 
next program or phase. Developing 
such a program could be a coopera-

Perhaps the patio or a cleaned- 
out garage (a bonus, incidentally) will 
provide space for a bit of practice and 
relaxed dancing. One need not invite 
the entire group at one time but might 
consider smaller groups of people with 
similar backgrounds, abilities, etc. 
And, of course, square dancers seem 
to make their best recipes when in- 

vited to lend a hand to provide food. 
Camping trips also offer a great 
opportunity for including the new 
dancers in a relaxed, fun atmosphere 
where they can get to know club mem- 
bers and each other. If you are going 
to an out-of-town dance or a nearby 
festival, you may want to invite some 
of the new dancers to go along.

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HELPFUL HINTS 


Many people have helpful sugges- 
tions for making square dance clothes. 
The following hints were taken from 
Judy Ross Smith's September ’72 and 
September '73 "Needle Notes" columns. 
e Here's the simplest way yet for 
gathering the tiers of your square 
dance skirt. Simply wind regular elas- 
tic thread on the bobbin of 
your sewing machine in 
the usual manner. Set 
your stitch size for bast- 
ing. Use ordinary gather- 
ing thread in the needle 
and stitch two rows of 
gathering along the top of 
each tier, as you would be 
if gathering by any 
method. Your material is automati- 
cally gathered to half its regular 
length. The one thing you must plan 
ahead of time is that your tiers are 
approximately double in length as 
they get larger. In other words, if the 
top tier is 1% yards around, the next 
would be 3 yards around and the bot- 
tom tier would be 6 yards around. Try 
this method for making your skirt 
with two mini-tiers at the waist. 

How quick and easy! This gather- 

ing stretches easily in case you have 
to do any slight adjusting. One hint: 
when stitching with the elastic thread, 
let the material go loosely under the 
presser foot; don't try to stretch it out 
or hold it back with your hands as you 
might for other stitching where you try 
to prevent puckering. This time, you 
want it to pucker. 
* When cotton thread knots, it is 
probably because we have threaded 
the needle from the wrong end. 
Thread your needle from the spool 
before you cut the thread; then you 
will have threaded it at the proper 
end. It has something to do with the 
way the thread was twisted when it 
was made and wound on the spool. 
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€ Do you prefer а skirt and blouse 
rather than a dress? Do you wish the 
blouse would 
stay tucked in? М 
Use VELCRO®. 
Buy a mere 4 
inches. Cut into 
l-inch pieces. 
Sew inside the 
waistband, 
placing 2 in the 
front and 2 in the back. Sew the cor- 
responding four pieces in matching 
places on the blouse. It NEVER pulls 
out. WARNING: if using on very deli- 
cate fabrics, rinse out by hand, as 
sometimes Velcro will stick to the fab- 
ric when wet. 

è Here are two little hints for mak- 
ing use of the zigzag stitch when sew- 
ing on nylon net. Gather net by stitch- 
ing with the zigzag where you want to 
gather, but while stitching, run a fine 
string under the zigzag. Simply pull 
up the string to gather. Just be care- 
ful not to stitch into the string! 

е The zigzag is very useful for stitch- 
ing one tier of nylon net onto another. 
It goes on with much less effort and 
seems to stitch more evenly. Try it. Be 
sure to use the ball-point needle when 
making your petticoats. It was invented 
for knits, but is wonderful for netting. 
e Another suggestion when making 
petticoats: try using fine hairpins (or 
bobby pins) in place of pins in the net- 
ting, as pins are always slipping out. 
e Brighten up gold shoes that have 
lost their finish with ordinary gold 
spray enamel, This can be bought at 
any low-price store, or hardware store 
and if put on in the morning, the shoes 
are ready to wear that night. Remove 
any dirt or dust, then spray VERY 
LIGHTLY with the paint. Your old 
gold shoes will look really wonderful 
and can be touched up as often as nec- 
essary. When spraying, stuff with old 
tissue paper, as they are easier to 
handle that way.

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One of the most frequent questions we get after a perfor- 
mance is “what is clogging and how did it originate??" De- 
pending on how the show has gone, I may answer, “A lot of 
people with taps dancing to some beat that is heard only in 
their heads!” Fortunately, that answer doesn’t apply often, 
and I can give my condensed version of clogging history. 


There have been and continue to be 
many long, in-depth articles on the 
various origins of our chosen dance 
form. One popular publication has 
been printing articles in every issue 
that are just packed with facts and 
stories of the colorful figures of early 
clogging. For the serious historian or 
“clogophile,” these may be immensely 
informational; but we're talking the 
average person who has never seen a 
clogger let alone ever known that the 
word “clog” means something other 
than a drainage problem. (Hence the 
popular bumper sticker: “Clogging is 
not a plumbing problem!”) 

I usually answer the question with 
the statement that clogging as we 
know it is a dance that originated in 
the Appalachian Mountain area of our 
country. The roots extend much fur- 
ther, though, including the moves of 
Irish step dancers, traditional English 
clog dancers, Native American cul- 
tures, many early African dancers and 
Canadian step dancing. It is a dance 
of percussion, with some of the best 
“music” produced by the feet alone, 
also known as a cappella dancing. 


Footwear early-on included heavy 
work boots and wooden-soled shoes 
which could produce the strong 
rhythms of each individual dancer. As 
the “buck” and “flatfoot” styles of the 
Southern states emerged and the mu- 
sic of the Saturday night get-togethers 
and barn dances became more inte- 
grated with the clogging, dancers 
adopted the steel taps for more sound 
and variety. Nowadays, performance 
and competition cloggers who dance 
contemporary clogging styles go for 
those taps on their shoes without ques- 
tion. Heavy-soled wooden shoes are 
still very popular with certain purist 
forms of traditional clogging, for their 
unique sound and application. No 
shoes? You really shouldn’t dance 
barefoot, as the stomping isn’t that 
great for the bones of your feet, let 
alone all those other dancers in taps 
and wooden shoes! But don’t worry, 
lots of inspired dancers just get right 
up with sneakers or whatever they’re 
wearing and tear up the floor. For fun 
and recreational dancing, the choice of 
footwear is up to you.

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DANCING IN CHINA AND TIBET 


By Eleanor del Conte Wilson 


“Right and Left 


Grand!” directs internationally-known Texas caller Jon 
Jones. It’s as good as done. But this time with a difference. 
For we are dancing—shades of Marco Polo—on the Great Wall. 


We finish to warm ap- 
plause from the crowd and 
respond with waves of greet- 
ings. Then we join the jos- 
tling visitors along the an- 
cient parapet and let echoes 
of ancient voices which haunt 
the place envelop us. 

California-based Conti- 
nental Squares (“Square 
Dancing Around the World”) 
is taking a square dance 
group on a cultural exchange 
with the Chinese Dancers 
Association. Local chapters 
in Beijing, Tibet, Shanghai 
and Suzhou will host us. 

Madame Tang Xialing from the 
Association is with us. Before retire- 
ment, she was China's pre-eminent 
folk dancer. Her enthusiasm bubbles 
over when she speaks of the square 
dance: “Is for everybody—think of it— 
young and old!" 

And they love it. Hundreds of smil- 
ing faces and clapping hands greet us 
at receptions, happy to share an 
evening together. 

Nita Page, director of Continental 
Squares, has been bringing dancers to 
China for eleven years. "We were the 
first group to visit when China opened 
to the outside world after the Cultural 
Revolution. I wanted to reach out to 
these people; to help them get out of 
this horrible place where they had 
been for ten years; to help them find 
out about the rest of the world." 

The square dance was Nita's tool. 
She had her work cut out for her. *Ev- 
erything was so formal. The Ministry 
of Culture wasn't quite sure what to 
do with us. At the hotel in Beijing I 
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Nita Page with Jhang Chun Gun. "You bring your 
friendship to China," he says.

remember a big staircase from the 
lobby up to the rooms. Well, at night 
they took all the furniture in the lobby 
and piled it up the stairs so we couldn't 
get up or down. They stopped the el- 
evators, too, sometimes. 

“If we went to a theatre, exit doors 
were locked! One time they locked us 
in our rooms in Chunking until they 
came the next morning to pick us up. 

"The people were like automatons, 
like they were awakening from a long 
sleep and could not feel a thing. They 
hadn't been told anything about us. 
We were merely a curiosity. They 
didn't speak; they didn't feel. They 
would just stand and stare." 

Nita felt the spirit was still there 
somewhere, nevertheless, and she per- 
severed. "The turn-around in ten 
years is unbelievable, as far as l'm con- 
cerned. You can see it in their eyes 
and faces." 

She's right. The Chinese call it 
sifangwu, the dance of friendship. And

ing the seeds early, giving them a 
chance to sprout and also showing 
the future leader that you actually 
enjoy doing the job. Unless a person 
volunteers, never rush the new 
dancer or member into a job, espe- 
cially an officership. 

Several suggestions were made: 
* To establish a telephone list of ex- 
isting and past officers and workers 
of your club who can serve as advisors 
to new and future officers. 
* To provide for better continuity of 
activities, elect new officers several 
months before they're to assume 
their new responsibilities, 
thereby giving them time to at- 
tend the last few meetings ofthe 
outgoing board. 
* Torethink the “tried and true" 
ways. If finding new officers is 
difficult, try multiple people in 
one leadership position. Or elect 
the board and let them choose the 
head couple and appoint commit- 
tee heads to other jobs. 
* To have a designated an- 
nouncement-maker if the presi- 
dent suffers from microphobia.

1 mentioned earlier take on many 
forms. Line dances, big circle dances, 
precision and freestyle hoe-downs, 
duos, duets, solos and choreographed 
show routines danced to theme music 
are all examples. Six- or eight-couple 
hoe-downs and dances in this style 
draw on traditional square dance fig- 
ures with the clogging footwork 

If our audience has successfully ab- 
sorbed this material or an adapted ver- 
sion of it, they will often ask about our 
choice of music. As long as it has a good, 


strong beat, it can be country, pop, blue- 
grass, rap, show tunes, and even lately 
some gospel music. Each group or team 
will have their favorite form, and that's 
what adds to the great variety of en- 
tertainment you can get at a clogging 
workshop, show or competition. 

Now the next time you are at a per- 
formance of clogging, you'll have some 
idea of what the noise is all about.

ers ofAmerica (USDA) “Hop to It” pro- 
gram, identifying youth-friendly danc- 
ers with little green frog stickers, was 
also explained. 

Discussing the needs for more

This is in response to Skip & Faye 
Schipellite’s article in your March 
1995 issue, entitled “Square Dancing: 
Fun Thing or a Tense Tussle?” I whole- 
heartedly agree with the premise they 
pointed out. Square dancing is fun. 
There is no question of that. The sheer 
number of square dancers out there 
is testament to that. 

However, the invading increase of 
bureaucracy in some clubs is taking 
all the fun out of it. For whatever rea- 
son, clubs are becoming more and 
more like small businesses or govern- 
ment and less and less social clubs. 

My wife and I recently resigned 
from a club because the new leader- 
ship felt it necessary to re-write the 
bylaws. This club went from a simple 
one-and-a-half-page statement saying 
who they are and what they do to a 
twelve-page document that only a law-

yer could read (it was written by a law- 
yer). It even had language so exclu- 
sive that it went against the very prin- 
ciples that we thought square danc- 
ing was all about. When we joined this 
club several vears ago, we did so be- 
cause we liked the dancing and we es- 
pecially like the people. Not—and I 
can't stress this enough—not because 
we felt protected by our bylaws from 
harm or lawsuit. 

It's a sad commentary on the times 
when frivolous lawsuits pop up every- 
where and no one takes responsibil- 
ity for his or her own actions. I feel 
that is the reason for the sudden in- 
flux of bureaucratic paperwork in 
some clubs. 

But I really wish they would re- 
member why we dance. Because it's 
fun! That's why. Noother reason. So 
drop the heavy paper load and put 
down those legal documents, and get 
into a square. And don't forget to bring 
extra refreshments.

Sweet and Sour Meatballs 


1% Ib. fresh hamburger 
1 small can frozen orange juice 
1 small can fresh pineapple juice 
1 small can water | | 
1/2 cup brown sugar 
1/4 tsp allspice 
1/4 tsp sage 
1 tsp vinegar 
cornstarch 

Make hamburger into small balls and 





brown in hot oil. In a separate pan, mix 
the rest of the ingredients and bring to a 
boil. Thicken with cornstarch to desired 
thickness. Pour over meatballs. Remove 
from heat and let marinate for 1 hour. 
Re-heat before serving. The microwave 
works well for this. 

These little meatballs are tasty all by 
themselves, or you can also serve them 
with white rice or egg noodles.

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I have just returned from the 
CALLERLAB Convention, held this year 
in Pittsburgh. I have attended all 
twenty-two of them, and each time 1 
come home with renewed enthusiasm 
for square dancing. CALLERLAB has 
close to 3000 members—most of the ac- 
tive, working callers in the world. One 
of the pleasures of the convention each 
year is to renew friendships from all over 
the world. This year we had several call- 
ers there from Sweden, a couple from 


Germany and one from Japan. One of 


the convention highlights was a dance 
called by the Overseas callers. They 
showed us several new ways to use the 
Mainstream dance material that is the 
foundation of their programs. 

Another major accomplishment was 
the raising of more than $3000 for the 
CALLERLAB Foundation, which was 
formed to preserve and promote square 
dancing. This money came from callers 
who had already spent a minimum of $500 
to come to the convention so that they 
could work to make square dancing bet- 
ter. The CALLERLAB Foundation has 
contributed $5000 to the Square Dance 
Foundation of New England to help them 
over the financial rough spots they have 
encountered in the past few years. 

The real work of the convention is to 
make square dancing better. This is a 
good time to look back at what 
CALLERLAB has accomplished in the 
past twenty-one years. At our very first 
Convention we set in motion the process 
that established standard square dance 
programs—those known all over the 
world as Mainstream, Plus, and Ad- 
vanced. Before that, dancers never 
knew, when they went to a dance, what 
calls would be used. That's hard to imag- 
ine if you weren't there. 

Another accomplishment of CALLER- 
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Milestone Award 


LAB was to get agreement on the defi- 
nitions of the calls we use so that they 
were taught the same everywhere. We 
take that for granted now, but 25 years 
ago many calls were taught quite differ- 
ently in Connecticut. than they were in 
Maine. Callers working together have 
learned a great deal about timing 
smoothness, management of dance pat- 
terns and many other technical subjects 
that let us provide more comfortable and 
successful dancing. CALLERLAB has 
been the force behind development of im- 
proved teaching methods for both danc- 
ers and callers. 

At the convention each year there are 
many sessions dedicated to improving 
caller skills. We pass on the knowledge 
we have gained, and we work together 
in learning sessions to understand bet- 
ter how to make square dancing more 
fun for you, In recent years we have had 
a large committee working hard to find 
improved ways of recruiting new square 
dancers. That committee is also look- 
ing for ways to keep people through our 
classes so that they become square danc- 
ers, The committee’s name tells it—Re- 
cruit, Promote and Maintain (RPM). 

Another important accomplishment 
of CALLERLAB has been forgotten by 
many. Five years ago letters from BMI 
to clubs all over the country announced 
that they—the clubs— would have to 
pay BMI for music used at their dances. 
There was no national organization of 
clubs, and BMI was talking about $15 
for even the smallest dances. 
CALLERLAB responded quickly. Call- 
ers took responsibility because they 
were organized. CALLERLAB, working 
with ROUNDALAB, negotiated an in- 
novative contract allowing callers and 
cuers to be licensed, thus removing the 
obligation from the clubs. 
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BILL BURLESON

Last fall Burleson passed away. He was 
71 and is survived by his wife Jean. Some 
of you may not be aware of who he was, a 





dancer who rose from obscurity to having his name 
known around the world. His story is unique. 


Bill Burleson was a mild, unas- 
suming man from Minerva, Ohio 
(near Canton), who loved and danced 
all the square dance programs, from 
Mainstream through Challenge. In 
early 1969 he decided to compile a 
list with definitions of every square 
dance call in existence so that he 
could study this and be a better 
dancer. He sent me his list to proof- 
read and to tell him what calls he 
might have omitted. This first list 
contained about 300 calls. Little did 
I know that I would be proofreading 
for him for the next two decades. 

Based on my input and that from 
others, he added to his list and 
printed it for a few friends in his tape 
group, But other people heard 
about it and requested copies, and 
soon he was receiving requests 
from several states, He decided to 
publish his list as the Burleson En- 
cyclopedia in 1970 and introduced it 
at the National Square Dance Conven- 
tion that year in Louisville. [t con- 
tained about 800 calls. 

The book was an immediate hit 
because there were no other such 
books, The only other popular seller 
was a brochure of about 70 calls from 
Sets in Order magazine. The Chal- 
lenge dancers were especially drawn 
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PLUS, ADVANCED & CHALLENGE Diagram Books from ED FOOTE

to the book because it contained all 
the calls they needed to know. 

The 1970s and 1980s produced a 
flood of new calls, at one time aver- 
aging 400 calls a year, so Bill decided 
to produce three supplements a year 
listing all of the new calls with defi- 
nitions; people subscribed to receive 
these supplements. To get his infor- 
mation, Bill subscribed to every 
caller-note service which existed, 

Three times a year Bill and I 
would meet and review what he had 
written for his latest supplement, 
Because most call writers would give 
a definition from only one position, 
Bill usually had to change some 
words in order to give the true defi- 
nition. This led to many intense dis- 
cussions between us about the proper 
wording. and I often had to defend 
my position like a courtroom lawyer 
Even if he agreed with me at the 
moment, I never knew for sure how 
the final printed page would appear. 

Demand for the Enevelopedia ex- 
ploded. Bill's house was filled with 
cartons of books (he printed 10,000 
at a time) and supplements. At one 
point he had almost 4000 people sub- 
scribing to the supplements. Bill 
subsequently printed a diagram book

As а 
new caller, my fees are more than reasonable 
and have been set to rise only slightly over the 
next few years. | also work with a partner for 
duet nights; when I do, the fee is less than half 
ofa regular club night fee because I know that 
clubs cannot afford a double fee. However, 1 
do run my calling as a business and feel that 
this is how the entertainment side of this ac- 
tivity should be run. 1 have been self-employed 
all my life and set my fees reasonably for ser- 
vices without the dictates of outside influences. 

Some people would be [ 
amazed as to what start-up costs 
are like for someone investing in 
equipment, accessories and edu- 
cation in the first year alone. 
Start-up equipment—turntable, 
microphone, speakers and stand, 
cords and cables, carry cases, 
books, calendars, organizational 
equipment, spare needles and 
other miscellaneous things— came to a little 
under three thousand dollars, Then came the 
records (you do need lots of music)—another 
couple hundred dollars. At that point one does 
not just get up and start calling to dancers. Call- 
ers school was very important for start-up. 
School, travel, lodging, books, food, etc., came 
to another twelve hundred dollars, not even 
including the time spent away from my busi- 
nesses. Then came association dues and 
CALLERLAB fees, BMI/ASCAP licensing 
(paid every year, folks) —another few hundred 
dollars to cover these mandatory expenses. 
This was before any income whatsoever. 

The second year was more of the same: 
another school closer to home this time, more 
records, another couple of microphones, clin- 
ics and training, licensing and association fees 
and dues, donated time for clubs and organi- 
zations, thousands of miles on our vehicles. 
The third and fourth years were a repeat of the 
second year, this time without the expense of 
the equipment. 
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This year it's back to school, more records, 
books, note services, association fees and 
dues, BMI/ASCAP licensing and so on 
and so on. Wow! It doesn't stop, and 
I'm just starting out. More experienced 
folks in the business put in many, many 
morc hours than I, giving of their spare 
time to ensure that our favorite activity goes 
on. And then there is practice, practice and 
more practice: hours and hours of it, to the 
point where | wake up in the night and hear 
the music and calls nnging in my head. 

There is our annual New England Square 
and Round Dance Convention, another vol- 
unteer event for all callers and cuers paying 
theirown way to entertain the dancers because 
they want to give back to the activity. This

might be making nearly a dollar an hour! 
Is this any way to make a living or run a 
business? Absolutely not! Should | make 
this a full-time thing? | don't think зо! Why 
am I doing this then? The answer is very 
simple: I love calling and entertaining de- 
spite what it costs me, The compensation 
isn't as wonderful as people may think. The

point. In other words, how many 
squares does it take to pay all elub 
expenses? When your programmer 
books callers and cuers in the future, 
he should know what the club can af- 
ford. If a caller or cuer cannot agree 
to a fair fee, don't hire him/her. 

Bob would like to see yearly open 
forums of dancers, club leaders, call- 
ers and cuers. This forum could be 
used to educate and discuss dancing 
issues. It could also be a place where 
solutions could be fulfilled, ideas sug- 
gested and plans developed. 

Bob says there are too many 
dances, He suggests that clubs get 
together and rearrange their dance 
schedules. (This gives each club the 
possibility of greater attendance and 
more time to banner raid. By having 
fewer dances in a given area, there will

5th, 10th, 15th, 20th and 25th reunions. 
Miriam Nestor of Fort Collins, Texas, 
holds the record for most reunions, at 31. 

One of the highlights of the reunion 
was the group singing of “God Bless 
America” at the Grand March on the 
last evening—an impressive sight! 

Along with the chance to mingle with 
dancers from around the world, attend- 
ing an OSDA reunion provides an op- 
portunity to tour the sights of the host 
area—in this year’s case, San Antonio, 
home of the world-famous Alamo. 

The name “Texas” comes from Tejas, 
a league of Indian tribes that lived in 
the area. Texas is the second-largest 
state and is known as the “Panhandle 
State" because of its shape, or the “Lone 
Star State” due to the single star in its 
state flag. Over its large expanse has 
flown the flags of Spain, France, 
Mexico, the Texas Republic, the Con- 
federacy and the United States. Many 
have taken part in these 400 colorful 
years of Texas history, including the 
Comanche Indians, the Spanish Con- 
quistadors, missionaries and cowboys. 
High on the honor roll of the state are 
those who gave their lives in the tragic 
event indelibly written on the pages of 
history— The Alamo. 

In 1519 the state of Texas was 
claimed by Spain; and soon thereafter 
missions, settlements and garrisons 
sprang up in El Paso and other places. 
The Alamo was a Franciscan mission, 
established by the San Antonio River in 
1718. About a century later, in 1824, 
the Mexican Constitution promised 
Texas its statehood. However, follow- 
ing a Mexican revolution, Antonio Santa 
Anna was elected president in 1834. He 
began to centralize the Mexican govern- 
ment. Shortly after Texas forces cap- 
tured San Antonio in 1836, General 
Santa Anna, with an overwhelming 


army of men and horses, invaded San 
Antonio, forcing the small contingent 
of Texans to retreat inside the walls of 
theAlamo mission. Texas had now de- 
clared her independence from Mexico; 
and on February 23, 1836, young Will- 
iam Travis, in sole command of the 
Alamo because of the illness of co-com- 
mander James Bowie, answered Santa 
Anna's command to surrender by firing 
a cannon shot! 

The Battle and Siege of the Alamo 
began; for 13 days the 183 brave, gal- 
lant Texans, led by Travis, Davey 
Crockett, Juan Seguin, James Bonham, 
Toribio Losoya and James Bowie, in 
fierce fighting even after the ammuni- 
tion ran out, inflicted a toll of 600 in an 
army of 4,000 Mexicans before their 
tragic end. These defenders of the Alamo 
gave up their lives in the cause of free- 
dom and found a place indelibly writ- 
ten in the pages of history. 

After nine years as an independent 
nation, Texas was annexed to the 
United States and in the War Between 
the States in 1861, joined the Confed- 
erate side. In 1870 it was admitted 
again to the Union. There's a lot more 
history to this fascinating state but no 
room to describe it here. 

We said our goodbyes on Thurs- 
day at the Breakfast Buffet and 
promised to make every effort to at- 
tend the 33rd Reunion, which will 
take place in a convenient place for 
New England dancers. It will be held 
in Keene, New Hampshire, from July 
26-30, 1995, and will be chaired by 
Hope & Roger Belanger and Dance 
& Angela Schmidt. 

We recommend to all New England 
dancers that you attend the Trail-In 
dance on Wednesday, July 26, for an 
evening of fun and friendship you will 
always remember.

of selected calls and two other books 
listing calls based on the 
CALLERLAB program. 

Bill was strongly interested in 
Challenge. He had his own tape 
group in his house and transformed 
part of his house into a hall which 
would hold 6 sets and brought in call- 
ers for live dances. He attended 
many Challenge weekends each year. 
But he also supported Mainstream 
and Plus by founding in Minerva in 
the early 1970s a club called 
Burliques, which still exists today. 
From the beginning he insisted that 
the club be ran by the members. and 
if it were not for the name no one 
would have known he was the founder. 

By the mid-1980s the number of new 
calls being produced each year declined, 
so Bill reduced his yearly supplements

from three to two, Sales of the Ency- 
clopedia dropped as people became 
more interested in specific lists. With 
declining health, he sold the Encyclope- 
dia and his other books to Jon Sanborn 
of American Squaredance Magazine in 
the late 1980s. 

The Burleson Encyclopedia re- 
mains to this day as the only reference 
book containing every square dance 
call ever written, which now numbers 
over 5000 calls. Jon has kept the 
Burleson name, has upgraded the 
print quality of the book and contin- 
ues to produce the supplements 

Bill Burleson never planned to be- 
come famous and was actually rather 
shy. But because of his book his name 
is known throughout the world, and 
his Encyclopedia has been a valuable 
reference for over 100,000 dancers for 
25 years. Bill will be missed.

real rewards come from the smiles and 
laughter on the floor and the return book- 
ings from a club that likes you enough to 
have you back again. 

Please don't get me wrong, This should 
not be considered a complaint, just a statement 
of fact. We all must realize that our activity is 
experiencing lean times. Some of us are work- 
ing to see us through, and we all need each 
other to make it to the point where others can 
see the value and importance of square danc- 
ing. Ifaclub is having problems financially, it 
should consider putting aside egos and poli- 
tics and join forces with other small clubs and 
sponsor regional dances. Regional classes 
should be considered; let the students pick a 
club to join after graduation, based on geogra- 
phy and convenience. Square dancing is prob- 
ably the most affordable activity in America. 
Go to a club ora concert or out to dinner anda 
movie, and the fun and sociability of square 
dancing come out way ahead, 

Capping fees for callers and cuers is not 
the answer, These people are predominantly 
professionals and are very dedicated (some 
in the extreme), working very hard to de- 
liver a product to the dancers that is hard to 
beat. Instead, let's look to how we can im- 
prove our attendance. Change your dem- 
onstration formats to make them more user- 
and public-friendly. Talk to your caller and 
ask how your club might incorporate the Com- 
munity Dance Program into their program. 
How about setting up more public one- 
nighters throughout the year instead of a 
string of continuous club dances? How 
about shortening the lengths of classes, or 
starting two classes every year instead of one 
во that we can catch more people when they 
are available? How about not pushing new 
dancers on to new levels (not "upper" lev- 
els) so that they can learn to be comfortable 
with their new skills, instead of the pressurc 


of leaming and assimilating more calls? My 
first year as à dancer | had to learn how to 
be a Plus dancer to join the club. 1 found 
this to be fun and exciting; most did not. 
We never saw them again after graduation. 

Take the pressure off the new dancers. 
Welcome them as club members immedi- 
ately, with open arms. Take more time to 
teach them (this part really works!), go with 
them to their class dances (some of my best 
times have been at class dances), Don't re- 
gard April as the graduation point because 
we have to get our dancers to Convention 
on time (my first group did not attend their 
first convention for almost two years). Make 
every effort to keep the politics out and 
the fun in, and provide our new dancers 
with more Mainstream dances in the sum- 
mer, And finally, treat them as our most 
precious commodity, 

Square dancing will not be made more 
affordahle by capping fees. It will be made 
even more affordable when we have learned 
how to build our ranks again, not by telling 
callers and cuers how much they are worth. 
Let's not go around with long faces, moan- 
ing about how bad things are within our ac- 
tivity, because the damage hàs come from 
within. Clubs and callers are all responsible 
for what has happened, so let's buck up and 
get ready for the next wave of dancers, be- 
cause they are out there. 

'The country western craze has peaked, 
by all evidence, and we must be ready 10 re- 
ceive these people who will be looking for new 
means of entertainment. We must be ready 
to receive these folks as new friends, but not 
with the same old broken system. 

Remember the old days with twenty, 
thirty or forty squares at a dance? Can we get 
them back again? | think so, but it will take 
everybody involved in square dancing today. 
Our clubs and callers must also change to 
meet the new demands of these times.

Let's Retain a Publicity Agent 

There are two ways of doing this— 
one is to try to do it by ourselves, using 
local leaders from the Chicago area, like 
Chuck Jaworski, Herschel Tolson and 
Joe & Dolores Gulan, presidents of the 
Illinois Council of Square Dance Asso- 
ciations, to make the initial contact; the 
other way is the professional way—re- 
tain a publicity agency just like the big 
multi-national corporations do to en- 
hance their public image. 

States & Areas Are Doing Great 

Getting free advertising (publicity) 
is being accomplished regularly by 
state, provincial and area organiza- 
tions. The states do well when their 
state conventions are taking place. 
The local newspaper usually has sev- 
eral pages of square dance stories. 
When several thousand people come 
to town dressed up in these colorful 
square dance clothes, you cannot help 
but get noticed by everyone. 

Some state and provincial 
convention leaders have a publicity 
committee that gets news releases out 
before and after the convention to 
newspapers throughout the state or 
province, especially where a VIP (very 
important person or persons) lives and 
is working on the convention. 

The U.S. National Square Dance

Convention is an example of excellent 
publicity (free advertising). We re- 
ceived several publicity packets 
throughout the year from the 44th 
National Square Dance Convention 
Publicity Committee. We then tried 
to mention the National Convention 
in one or more articles in each issue. 

We receive news releases regularly 
from LEGACY, CALLERLAB, ROUN- 
DALAB and CONTRALAB. We have 
received news releases from United 
Square Dancers of America (USDA) and 
American Callers Association (ACA), 
Most will eventually show up in the 
LEGACY Club Leadership Journal. 

Area publicity is probably the area 
that needs the most attention. There 
is little or no publicity in our area di- 
rected to the non-square dancer, and 
this is probably the typical picture 
across the country. 

Maybe it is time for our area asso- 
ciations to appoint publicity cominit- 
tees to try to get some publicity (news- 
paper, radio and television) for our 
square dance hobby. И can be done if 
someone volunteers to do the work. 

We need more publicity (free adver- 
tising) to make our favorite recreation 
square dancing—a great new idea in- 
stead of just continuing to be the 
world's best-kept secret. Let's just do it.

Definition: Starting Formation - Box Circulate or facing couples. From Box Circu- 
late formation, each dancer facing into the box walks forward to take the 
place of the dancer who was directly in front of him Meanwhile, each 
dancer facing out of the box steps sideways (dodges) into the position 
vacated by the “walker” who was formerly beside him. If WALK AND

Motivation is when your dreams put on work clothes. 
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More than 20 years ago I ran a club 
that I called Jim's Gems. It was a club 
where I called the standard calls from 
a wide variety of setups. This was, of 
course, before CALLERLAB had es- 
tablished the Mainstream dance pro- 
gram. In fact it was before 
CALLERLAB. Membership in the 
group was by invitation only, and 
many of the area's most experienced 
dancers belonged to the group. 

One of the reasons I started the 
group was to explore the variety that is 
possible with a limited set of calls when 
the dancers are very sure of how each 
call is done. I used dance routines for 
that group that I couldn't use at an open 
dance because no one would have been 
able to do them successfully. Even 
though these were only the calls that 
have ended up on the Mainstream list, 
few dancers today would be able to 
dance these routines. 

The group faded away soon after 
the CALLERLAB Plus program was 
established. I believe it was because 
people were more interested in learn- 
ing “new” calls than they were in 
learning new ways to use the standard 
calls. As Plus has worked out over the 
years, it now is a much easier program 
to dance (after you have learned the 
calls) than Mainstream. This is be- 
cause the Plus calls are used in only 
one setup each. Mainstream calls, on 
the other hand, are often used from 
several different setups. Experienced 
callers know that any variety that 
they want to provide in a dance must 
come from the Mainstream dance ac- 
tions if the floor is to have any chance 
of succeeding. 

The schedule card that I made up

for the Jim's Gems dances included 
the following: 


GOOD SQUARE DANCING IS 
* A challenging variety of patterns made up 
of calls the dancers know well, 
* Rhythmic movement that matches the danc- 
ers' steps to the beat of the music, 
* The smooth-flowing motion that results 
from correct timing of the calls. 


I still believe that this is a fair defini- 
tion of good square dancing. Some would 
argue with the limitation that the danc- 
ers must know the calls well. But most 
dancers seem to prefer a dance where “off- 
list" calls are used sparingly, if at all. Un- 
fortunately, the second two requirements 
in my definition are not generally avail- 
able. Many callers have entered the ac- 
tivity too recently to have been exposed 
to genuinely smooth dancing. They don't 
even know that dancing to them is not 
smooth. Also, the past 20 years have seen 
a concentration on the first requirement 
(challenging variety) with little concern 
for the smoothness or the music. Many 
callers who know what smooth dancing 
is still prefer to see how close to disaster 
they can keep the dancers. 

I’ve been criticized in the past for my 
emphasis on dancer success. Some danc- 
ers say they enjoy being challenged. I 
don't doubt it. In fact, as a dancer I enjoy 
it too—because my square usually makes 
it if anyone does. I just worry about all 
the (former) dancers who didn't enjoy 
being embarrassed on the square dance 
floor and are now playing bridge. Even 
though I enjoy the challenge, I have 
learned that, when I am allowed to 
dance according to my definition above, 
I don't care about the challenge because 
the dancing is so much fun.

Maybe the best way to get 

more people interested in 
square dancing is to use a little ingenu- 
ity. Make acquaintances, then invite 
them over to your home for a visit or a 
cookout with other square dance friends 
on a weekday night. Maybe they will 
want to reciprocate by inviting you and 
your friends over on the weekend, then 
you can tell them how you spend your 
weekends and try to talk them into join- 
ing our activity. 

Why not invite a local class over to 
your class if it’s on the same night, then 
the next week you all, including the 
caller, can go to their class? Or even 
swap callers for one or more sessions. 

When a group of square dancers 
put on a demonstration, it's quite a 
sight to behold. Real professional, real 
precision, It’s like watching profes- 
sional people in some kind of sport. Do 


you think people watching Scott 
Hamilton or Nancy Kerrigan ice skat- 
ing say to themselves, “Maybe I would 
like to do that”? [don’t think so. They 
think of the hours and hours of prac- 
tice, etc 

Maybe if we tone down and not make 
it look so hard to do, and even dress 
down and have the men wear shirts and 
jeans and the ladies wear blouses and 
skirts, we can show them how much fun 
square dancing really is. 

Maybe for a demonstration we could 
have two squares. One square could be 
dressed up in their square dance attire 
and the other square toned down, but. 
with a lot of action, to show people how 
much fun square dancing can be, Take 
that one step further. Have younger 
people do the demonstration; maybe 
that will entice more young people to 
join our activity. 

I think the best demonstration is 
audience participation.

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A FAVORITE DRESS 


IS TOO TIGHT! 


This article was published in this magazine in Judy 
Ross Smith’s “Needle Notes” column, April 1973. 


You've tried losing weight, but 


still the dress is snug. You can get 
it on, but you need “breathing space." If only you could 
get an inch or so in the bodice! There are two 


possible solutions. 

First, if you have been a saver and 
have a scrap box in which you have 
saved spare materials from your sew- 
ing, you may very well have a piece of 
your dress material available. It may 
look newer and brighter than your dress. 
In that case, try washing it several times 
with bleach washes. If it fades to the 
dress tone, you can then cut strips about 
2” wide and insert 
them in the side 
seams of your dress 
bodice (including the 
underarm of the 
sleeve, if necessary). 
In order to do this, 
you are going to have 
to pick out the stitch- bus 
ing of your side — 
seams and about 1" of waist at each side 
where the skirt joins. 

When you sew the skirt back on in 
these places, you will have to let out the 
skirt gathering to correspond, of course. 
This is sometimes a satisfactory solu- 
tion and will work in some cases. 

Second, and possibly the better so- 
lution, is opening up the front of the

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bodice and adding a ruffle down the 
front. Do it in the following steps: 

1) Mark a line that is the exact center 
down the front of the bodice. 

2) Pick out stitching at waistline (cen- 
ter front) for about 3". 

3) Cut bodice open down line of cen- 
ter front. Place a strip of facing (about 
21?" wide) flat on the inside, folding 
under at top for neatness. Pin each 





cut edge flat onto facing. 
4) Put dress on. Now adjust the pins 
so that bodice fits you. You may find 
that you want the neckline to remain 
the size it was originally. In that case, 
simply have the 2 edges meet at the 
top over the facing and gradually open 
up the rest of it as needed.

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HOW CAN WE BUILD? 


At this writing it is April. We New 
Englanders and all of our other guests 
who attend are just two weeks away 
from our annual New England Square 
and Round Dance Convention. Classes 
are getting ready for graduation and 
another season of dancing is nearing its 
informal conclusion. 

April also holds a very important set 
of dates for the upkeep and maintenance 
of square dancing. The annual 
CALLERLAB Convention was held this 
year in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, on 
April 10, 11 and 12. This year was this 
fledgling caller’s first opportunity to at- 
tend and consequently proved to be well 
worth the trip. 

I spent three full days with dedi- 
cated, hard-working, friendly and hu- 
morous callers and partners who met 
with a common goal: to aid us all in 
the upkeep and maintenance of our fa- 
vorite activity by providing upkeep 
and maintenance of callers from all 
over the world. Self-improvement and 
other practical programs on music, 
business, and voice, as well as meet- 
ings concerning the Community Dance 
Program (which may someday save 
square dancing), teaching lists and 
sound enhancement for the hearing- 
impaired, made choosing a seminar 
difficult, forcing a coin toss on one oc- 
casion to make a choice. 

Awards were presented on Monday 
and Tuesday nights. These ceremonies 
were fascinating, fun and touching be- 


cause they serve to recognize callers and 
partners for their service to the activity. 
Many 25-year certificates were given 
out, but even more impressive were the 
50-year certificates. It made me won- 
der if I would still be calling in 45 years. 

While feelings of optimism were al- 
ways present, there was, however, a 
strong concern for the welfare of square 
dancing in general. There was a lot of 
discussion on the topic of our diminish- 
ing numbers. I came away from these 
meetings and informal chats with some 
previously-held goals and convictions 
not only intact, but affirmed. 

With the CALLERLAB Convention 
behind me, I have been thinking about 
the future of square dancing for all of 
us. To that end—or maybe beginning— 
I offer two suggestions that may help 
us strengthen our foundation and re- 
build our numbers. 

Square dancing has become more 
complicated and too commitment-heavy 
for the majority of today’s busy people 
to handle. The dropout rate from our 
activity has become more evident by our 
dance-attendance records. Then there 
is the long-term teaching schedule that 
emphasizes learning to dance rather 
than dancing with your friends in a so- 
cial atmosphere. Let us start looking 
beyond dragging people through classes 
to build our sagging numbers and con- 
sider what can be done to make this ac- 
tivity more user-friendly.

5) Stitch the 2 cut edges of the bodice 
securely to the facing. A zigzag stitch 
would work well here. 

6) Cover this whole unsightly repair 
job with a nice piece of ruffling, either 
purchased or homemade. 

7) Re-stitch skirt at waistline, adjust- 
ing gathering as needed. 

You may find that once you have 
changed the front of your dress, you will 
want to give your dress a whole new 
look. Ifit has sleeves, you may want to 
make it sleeveless for summer; or if it is 
sleeveless, you may want to add a long 
white sleeve (if your dress is right for 
it), embellishing it with trim that ties 
in with the ruffling. You will be sur- 
prised at how much like a new dress it 
will seem! You will also find that the 
ruffle trim running down the front of the 
bodice is very flattering.

WHAT'S IN AN EMBLEM? 

As most square dancers know, the 
LEGACY organization came into exist- 
ence back in 1973, but the emblem (or 
logo) of that group is quite recent, hav- 
ing appeared first about three years ago 
on its stationery and in the media.

resent LEGACY's purpose. 

The two most prominent images one 
sees, after reading the scripted LEGACY 
name, are the gavel above the name and 
the exuberant swinging couple below it. 
No doubt about it—the gavel says lead- 
ership, the strong impact of the organi- 
zation; and of course the swinging couple 
indicates that square dancing (in all its 
forms) is involved. 

Less obvious are several other ingre- 
dients. Notice that bordering the couple 
is a square for square dancing, a circle 
for round dancing and two lines for 
contra dancing. The ^Y" of LEGACY is 
a stylized old quill pen, signifying com- 
munication and perhaps heritage, also. 
The ten white dots in the gavel repre- 
sent the ten partnership groups from 
which members (called *trustees") come, 
among which are area associations, 
foundations, vendors, square dancers 
and others. 

Now you know more about the mean- 
ing of an emblem.

Early in the nineteenth century, the 
people in America’s more settled ar- 
eas began dancing the very popular 
quadrilles being done in France and 
England. Quadrilles are usually lively 
in tempo, yet demonstrate stately 
grace due to the fashion and customs 
of the day. This dance was enjoyed by 
the working masses, as well as the 
wealthy in their grand ballrooms. 

Deep in the hills of Appalachia, 
completely unaware of the evolu- 


tion taking place in the dances of 


the rest of the country, were simple 
mountain people dancing the tra- 


ditional dances of their ancestors. 
These were lively, exuberant dances, 
with the dancers actually running 
most of the time. We see reflected in 
their dancing the joy of the simple 
lifestyle they had. (From a brief 
glimpse of American history through 
presentations of historical square 
dance exhibitions by the Heritage 
Dancers of Temecula, California.)

NSSARDA From page 21 
dancing is until they get into a square 
and then the caller (teacher) says, "All 
join hands and circle to the left." Then 
we got 'em. They're hooked! 

Did you ever think of renting a bus 
for a mystery ride? To hire for 4 hours 
a driver and a bus that will handle 42 
people will cost around $200—roughly 
$5 per person, even if you go up into 
New Hampshire. 

Available every weekend are at 
least 29-32 squares of Plus-level danc- 
ers willing to go dancing. So if there 
were only one dance scheduled for a 
given Saturday night, the only local 
hall that could handle that number of 
dancers is the Northeast Regional 
School in Wakefield. 

A local square dance club would 
start their classes on a Wednesday 
evening in September then put on a 
square dance demonstration in 
Saugus for Founders Day, hoping that 
they would entice potential dancers to 
come to their square dance class on 
the following Wednesday. But in the 
last three years not one person came 
to class. Why? 


How is it that one class dance can 
have four squares in attendance while 
another class dance can have 39 
squares in attendance. Why? Live 
band? Yearly function? A real good 
time? Advertisement? 

One club had 2,000 flyers printed 
and distributed by putting them on car 
windshields in malls, parking lots and 
stores.

We have heard for years that advertising 
square dance classes on the radio or in news- 





papers and expecting that this will attract 
dancers to beginner classes is usually not successful. AI- 
most all new dancers come to class via personal contact. 


Now we hear about an exception to 
radio advertising. A year ago the 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, region ran a series 
of radio ads on a country western sta- 
tion. What made these ads different 
was that, in addition to the ads, a lo- 
eal caller would appear on the radio 
once a week and discuss square danc- 
ing with the host of the show that was 
running the ads. There was a lot of 
good-natured conversation and kid- 
ding back and forth. 

The result was a region-sponsored 
beginners class that drew a large turn- 
out. The personal touch of the inter- 
play between the caller and host as a 
supplement to the ads, instead of just 
having the ads read, seems to be what 
attracted people to the first class night. 

Now we hear that radio ads are 
being tried this summer in Los Ange- 
les. Alocal dance magazine contracted 
for 66 ads on five stations, to play the 
first week in September. Listeners 
who respond to a phone number will 
receive a list of all beginners classes

in their area, and all local clubs will 
be sent the names, addresses and 
phone numbers of all the responding 
listeners so that each club can follow 
up on getting these people into classes. 
The follow-up by the clubs is the key 
factor here. 

The magazine committed its own 
money to pay for the ads, and subse- 
quently is sponsoring two dances to 
raise money to help cover the cost. 
Local clubs are also being asked to 
donate to the effort through an 
open letter sent to all area clubs. 
We will know in September if this 
venture is successful. 

Perhaps these stories can help 
dancer organizations to better use ra- 
dio ads in the recruitment of new danc-

dances from the Continent, with a 
Latin flair added. As the frontier folk 
and the “Californios” began to social- 
ize, it was inevitable that dances such 
as “La Contradanza” would have an 
influence on square dancing. 

As people began to migrate west to 
the untamed parts of the land, their 
dancing became more free and exuber- 
ant. There were as many ways to 
dance as there were ethnic groups. It 
is in this time period that we can see 
beginning to take place a blending of 
dance styles, a combining of old and 
new which was to produce a hybrid 
uniquely American—the lusty cowboy 
dances of the latter part of the nine- 
teenth century.

With 
it, however, came a desire for more 
complex steps on the dance floor. The

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HOW CAN WE BUILD? 


(Continued from July 1995) 

The first suggestion for building 
clubs is for clubs who are determined to 
run aclass every year: Begin by going 
back to teaching only the basics the first 
year. This would allow callers to teach 
all the calls by definition with a thor- 
oughness not allowed by the present sys- 
tem. There is simply not enough time 
to teach danc- 
ers and let 
them enjoy 
themselves at 
the same time, 
Basic dances, 
not “class” 
dances, could 
be held throughout the year, and by May 
our dancers would be dancing through 
Ferris Wheel. We really need to steer 
away from the concept of classes and 
think about alternative terminology. 

Our New England Square and 
Round Dance Convention could run a 
Basic hall. Summer Basic dances could 
be held for these new folks, with the fall 
dances using a Mainstream/Basic for- 
mat. The second year would complete 
the Mainstream teach. Not only would 
we be more effective in our teaching, 
other benefits would become apparent: 
dancers normally driven out by the 
frantic pace of our current schedule 
would have more time to absorb ma- 
terial and we could concentrate on the 
social and heritage aspects of our ac- 
tivity. The rush to teach the entire 
Mainstream program before our an- 
nual convention would be eliminated. 

Hand in hand with this is to stop 
putting so much pressure on new 
dancers to learn Plus so soon. There 
is no great mystery solved or eternal 
spiritual question answered by learn- 
ing Plus, as some would have you be- 
lieve. T have witnessed some wonder- 
ful people chased out of square danc- 
ing because they were pushed from 
12

one program to another before they 
were ready. Let’s look for the fun 
rather than for how many calls we 
have to know. The bottom line for ex- 
perienced dancers is that they would 
be surprised at what they still have to 
learn about the Basics. 

The second suggestion concerns the 
Community Dance Program, or CDP. 
This should almost be called Dancing 
for Busy People. This is a program a 
club could 
adopt by set- 
ting aside a 
minimum of 
one club night 
per month for 
people who 
only want to 
meet or can only meet on an occasional 
basis due to lifestyles or business com- 
mitments. The square-dance part of the 
CDP (the CDP utilizes many forms of 
dance) program uses a list of about 25 
calls and terms presented to the danc- 
ers over a period of about six sessions 
(not lessons), using walk-throughs of 
many routines as review for those who 
have not been there in a while as well 
as for breeding success on the floor for 
all. How many breakdowns during a 
singing call would we see if the caller 
walked the figure first, particularly at 
class dances? 

The CDP is a destination or per- 
manent program useful for clubs, 
church and social groups, etc., and 
should not be considered a one-night- 
stand program. Having used some of 
this material at club dances, this caller 
warns club dancers not to think that 
this is “easy” stuff! People can stay 
with the CDP as long as they want and 
should be encouraged to do so with- 
out feeling the pressure to “move up.” 

Please note that there is no “up” in 
square dancing, just more calls. The 
ODP is a casual program, without the 
hype and dress, that a club can use and

Then stay with 
them. Maybe not every week, but check 
in now and again. Someone did it for you. 
It's time to return the favor.

It's the only 
time a “National” square dance conven- 
tion has ever been in New England. The 
facilities are easy to reach and beauti- 
ful. The staff includes some of New 
England's finest leaders and some from 
outside the area too, Try it.

DICK LEGER - THE RHODY MERRYMAKERS 


After 40 years with the Rhody 
Merrymakers of Riverside, Rhode Is- 
land, Dick Leger is leaving as the only 
caller and teacher of that club 
throughout those years, Beginning 
with six sets in a quaint little hall, the 
Laurel Park Casino in Warren, Rhode 
Island, the club soon moved to a big- 
ger location, Peck Hall in Barrington, 
where it was not unusual for sets to form 
out on the porches that went around the 
building. Then it was on to Cercle 
Jacques Hall in Warren and to the years 
of Knothead trips to Kittery, Maine, 
where the Merrymakers danced to Joe 
Casey, who brought his club down to 
Warren for a return visit. 

In 1960 the club moved to the 
newly-built Bonnie Brooke Lodge in 
Cranston. This era can only be lik- 
ened to the years of the “Big Bands” 
in ballroom dancing! Bonnie Brooke, 
a 50-square hall, beautiful in every 
sense, was filled to capacity for the 
next three years as Dick called his

usual fun-loving, *everybody's level” 
dance to the lively tunes of the ever- 
faithful Durfee Orchestra. 

When the Bonnie Brooke was torn 
down in 1963 to make way for an ap- 
proach to Route 95, the Merrymakers 
moved to Pawtucket, Rhode Island, then 
back to Cercle Jacques. Dick kept the 
crowd on the clouds! The orchestra re- 
tired in 1965, and Dick continued his 
dances with records. 

When Dick became a full-time 
caller in 1970, the club dropped the 
Saturday night dances and became 
a midweek dancing club in Seekonk, 
Massachusetts. 

At present the Merrymakers dance 
in Riverside. The membership is now 
small but faithful. Dick Leger will miss 
the club, and vice versa. As he says, 
"Nothing goes on forever" But even 
as the club goes on to an uncertain but 
challenging future, the words “Dick 
Leger" and “Rhody Merrymakers" will 
always remain synonymous.

develop where there is bound to be some 
lateral movement over time by the CDP 
dancers who show an interest in club 
dancing. People would be very sur- 
prised at what could be done with such 
a limited number of calls, but what is 
more surprising is how well the pro- 
gram is doing all over the country 
while square dance clubs are closing 
down due to lack of participants. 

The CDP is proving to be the an- 
swer to bringing those people who can- 
not undertake for now our required 
time commitment into the activity and 
keeping them there, If they have 
missed several sessions (not lessons), 
people could still come in and go 
through the walk-throughs or pick up 
another round of sessions without hav- 
ing to wait another whole year before 
starting again. We seldom get these

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people back with the present system. 
If they enjoy the program, we have a 
much better chance of bringing their 
friends to the next round of sessions 
because the spontaneity of the short 
program can bring in more people 
more often. As more food for thought, 
this still allows a club to run Basic 
sessions on the other three nights per 
month. This is a win/win concept. 

Square dancing is such a wonderful 
medium for fun, friendship and fitness 
and I'm sure we are all disturbed by its 
current decline. It may be just a cycle, 
but to start bringing it around we need 
to look at the established system and 
make changes soon. Clubs cannot sur- 
vive with classes of one or two squares 
let alone one or two couples, in some 
instances. The way we are doing busi- 
ness is not working. 

Slowing down our teaching time to 
develop better dancers and improving 
the social atmosphere is one pos- 
sibility. The other might just be 
offering a simpler package with 
less emphasis on attendance and 
more on sociability and fun. 

What do we have to lose?. , 
only the very best thing that has 
ever happened to so many of us! 
Talk with your caller. Ask him 
;|| or her what they know about the 
CDP. If they don't know any- 
thing, tell them to subscribe to 
the CDP journal through 
CALLERLAB. Ask them what 
they know about the more Euro- 
pean method of teaching the Ba- 
sics through definition. 

The theme for the CALLERLAB 
Convention was “Revive in '95." 
Isn't it odd that to revive this ac- 
tivity we might just have to go 
back to Basics, take a deep breath 
and just slow down a little?
